WEATHER FORECASTS, 


- Forecasting may be said to be the real 
object of all investigationa into the science of 
meteorology, for when an explorer registers 
{ tieteordlogival observa ine sew country 
the ultimate abject of his work is to threw 
| ight on the_olimale of that country—shag 
is, in other Words to show by evidence wha’ 
_ climate settlers in that country are to ox- 
; poot; and ko to foredast its wenthor for them, 

‘orecasts really grew out of storm warnings,’ 
and’ these latter were broaght with{a the 
{ bounds of possibility by the extension of the 
alcctria telegraph, some half a century ago. 
The first mau to propose using the telegraph 
for weather purposes waa Reldflold in the 
American vournal of Seienes and Art for. 
1847, and in the noxt year, in thia country, 
| Mr John Ball, who has been ao lately taken 
‘from us by death, brought the matter be. 
‘fore the British Association at Swanaea, 

The first alterapt {0 carry out these aug: 

ations in Europe was due to Loverrier, the 
‘great French ustronomr, who, in 1855, ob- 
‘tained the Emperer’a sanction to the es. 
: tablishmont of an exteneive organisation for 
distributing weather ‘ intelligenoe ‘through 
Europe. Six years, however, elapsed before 
thy system came really inte opsration, and 
then it was the onergy of Admiral FitzRoy 
which called it into action in this country, 
and it was his great outhusiasm and bis 
personal popularity which onsured a favour- 
able reception for the venture. The actual 
idea of announcing tle weather in advanos, 
day by day, was oarricd ont by FitzRoy in 

August 1861, and he dino was, ca far as we 
know, the firat to use the term * foresasts.’ 
He defined those as neither propheoies nor 
predictions, but anticipations based on 
scientific deductions, The actual words of 
hia definition are too long to quote hero, It 
really implied nothing but that the Adm';,) 
wisely did not claim infallibility, "Te, how. 
ever, wea much too ambitious, and in 
weather predictions he tried to rnn before 
he could walk. His forecast covered thraa 
days, whereas wo, after thirty year’ ex- 
perienos, find, it very difflonit to forecast, 
with sconragy for even twenty-four hours. 

Aft-r Admiral FiteRoy’a death, in 1886, an 
inquiry was held info the results of his 
system, and on the publication of this re. 
port the forecasts were for a time suepended 
and wero not rvetored for mare than teo 
ears, 

The actual re-establishment of foreonsts, 
‘in this and in all other countries, has taken 

place in responee to a general demand oo 

the purt of the public for weathor announce- 
ments. In no giugle instance has a meteoro- 
login institute vulunteered to supply fore- 
osale, The duty hod been thrust vpon it by 
the foree of public opinion, To give o gene- 
ral ides of forecasting is very simple, te 
method was described some thirty years ego 
by Leverrier in o well-known letter of hie to 

Sir George Airy, in the following words :— 

‘ Thoultimate result of the organisation which 
we are establishing sbould be to announce 
astorm as soon abit appears ot any points in 

Enrope, to follow it on ita enurse by means 
of the telegraph, and to give timely notiou of 
it to the gansta which it may reach.’ In all 
this there is no idea of prophesy. Thastorm, 
or ohahge of weather, must first show itself 

by unmistakable signs before we can trans- 
mit ang telegrnphio announcement about it 
to any place, This brings us to desorihe the 
artangemenis we have made to abtaic the 

earliest possible intclligenae of uny change of 

weather which may show on our coasts, W 

line the qoasts wilh stations whence reports 
are telegraphed to us, acd so at almost overy 
paint where the telegraph wire onmes 
down to the sea we have an observer. ‘Ihe 
lino of stationa extends alony the Atlantic 
oonst from Sumburgh Head in the Nor! 
through Stornoway in the Hebrides, to Mal. 
in Hendand Belmulletiio freland, and thence 
}¢> Valencia Island and round to Soilly. 
‘The chain of stations then Follows the ooast 
of Great Britain al] roand up to the Shet~ 
lands again, ‘There are also stationaon the 
shores of St George's Channel and the Irish 

Sea, and in the interiors of Englund and of 
Treland, From all these stations reports 
came in at Teast'once a. doy, and in some 
oases even thrice a day. The Britich
